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^ (57) Abstract: A medical treatment instrument, comprising a rotary cutter (3) rotatably and slidably held by a guide wire (1) and 
rotatingly cutting a blood vessel stenosed site (2), wherein a large number of cutters are formed integrally with each other on the 
Q surface of the rotary cutter (3) independently of each other at proper intervals. 
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
